(iv) twenty-three per cent, on the annual valuation — where 
the annual valuation exceeds twelve thousand 
rupees : 

Provided that whore the annual valuation exijoeds three 
thousand rupees, the maximum percentage may bo increased 
up to thirty-three per cent, with the approval of the State 
Government. 

166 . The percentages referred to in section 165 shall be fixed 
aimually, in the mamier provided in Chapter VIIT, with reference 
to the requirements of the Municipal Fund. 


Exemptions. 


167 . (i) Land or building used exclusively for the purposes of 
pubUc worship, and pubUc burial or burning ground or other places 
for the disposal of the dead duly registered under Chapter XXXI, 
shall be exempt from the consolidate rate ;

days in any quarter during which the premises w(xe occupied by 
such incoming occupier, the number of iiunatos during that j)oriod 
and the amount of free allowance to which such mrupier may be 
entitled under section 274.

(1) All public drains, and all drains in, alongside or 
under any public street, whether made at the charge of tlie 
Municipal I\md or otherwise, and all works, materiiils and 
things appertaining thereto, which are situated in Calcutta, shall 
vest in the Corporation.

sonally or by a duly authorised agent, on such day 
and at such time and place as may bo specified in the 
notice, and show cause as aforesaid. 

(2) If any person on whom such notice is served fails to show 
sufficient cause, to the satisfaction of tht) Corporation, why such 
street should not be so altered or demolished, it may cause the 
street to be so altered or demolished, and the expenses thereof 
shall be paid by such person ; and such expenses shall be a 
charge on the lands or buildings abutting on such private 
stretit. 

374. (7) If any private street or any part thereof be not 
levelled, paved, metalled, flagged, channell^, sewered, drained and 
lighted to the satisfaction of the Commissioner, he may, by written 
notice, to the owner of such private street or the respective owners 
of the land fronting, adjoining or abutting upon such street or p||t, 
as the case may be, from time to time require them to level, 
pave, metal, flag, channel, sewer, drain and light such street or 
part. 

(2) If such notice bo not complied with and the Commissioner 
under section 6fl0, sub-section (2), executes the works men- 
tioned or referred to therein, the expenses thereby incurred gbi^ll 
1)6 paid by the owner of such private street or the owners in default, 
in such proportion as may be settled — 

(a) by the Corporation, or 

(b) in ease oi dispute, by the Court under Motion 571. 
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Power to 376. If any private street which conforms to the provisions of 
this Act referred to in section 371, sub-section (2), be levelled, 
wer ps-ved, metalled, flagged, channelled, sewered, drained and lighted 
]»ivate to the satisfaction of the Corporation, and if a majority of — 

•treeUi. owners of land or buildings in such street, or 

(6) the owners of the street, or 

(c) the owners who have paid the expenses referred to in sec- 
tion 374, sub-section (2), 

signify in writing their consent thereto, the (Corporation shall 
declare the same, by written notice put up in any part of such 
street, to be a public street, and thereupon the same shall b(‘coin(‘ 
a public street and shall vest in the Corporation : 

Provided that, where a private street has been in existence lor 
not less than thirty years and is used by the people of lh(5 locality 
as a thoroughfare, the Corporation may declare such street to be 
a public street even though it does not strictly comply with the 
provisions of this Chapter, if — 

(a) the owners of lands and buildings in such street, or 
(ft) the owners of the street, 
signify in jvriting their consent thereto. 
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(Part V .—Chapter XXII,— Buildinge.—Sectiona 375—581.) 

CHAPTER XXII. 

Buildings. 

376 . No piece, of land shall be used aa a site for the erection 
of a now building, and no new building shall be erected, otherwise 
than in accordance with — 

la) the provisions of this Chapter and of Schedule XVI, and 
(6) any orders, rules or by-laws made under this Act, 

relating to the use of building-sites or the crectioa of new 
buildings, as the case may be. 

377 . If any question arises as to what, for the purposes of this 
Act, shall be deemed to be tlie site of any proposed masonry build- 
ing, the Commissioner shall, in accordance with such rules as 
may be made by the Corporation, determine the same, and his 
decision shall be final. 

Lice7ifted building surveyors. 

378 . (/) The Commissioner may from time to time, in accord- 
anc.e with such rules as may be made by tlxo C’(jrpt)ratii)ii, 
grant to any person ho thinks fit a license to act as a licensed 
building surveyor for the purposes of this Chapter. ^ 

{2) I’hc Corporation may prescribe the qualifications to be 
required of persons to whom licenses may be granted under sub- 
nection (i) in respect of the several classes of buildings. 

(3) Every such license shall be for a renewable period of three 
years. 

379 . (1) The Corporation may make rules for the guidance of 
licensed building surveyors, and a copy of all such rules, for the 
time be'iig in force, shall be written on the back of every license 
granted under section 378. 

(2) The Corporation may from time to time prescribe a scale of 
fees of licensed building surveyors in respect of any class of build- 
ings, to be made applicable in the absence of a written contract 
to the contrary. 

380 . The Commissioner may decline to accept any plan, eleva- 
tion or section, submitted with any application for permission to 
erect a new building, unless such plan, elevation or section has been 
prepared by, and bears the signature of, a licensed building 
surveyor. 


Buildings gev^rally, 

381 . (7) The Corporation may at any time give public notice 
of its intention to declare that, in any street, portion of a street 
or locality specified in the notice — 

(а) the elevation and construction of the frontage of all 

new buildings thereafter erected shall, in respect 
of their arcliitectural features be such as the 
Corporation may consider suitable to the locality, 
or 

(б) the erection of only detached buildings will be allowed, 

subject to the provisions of this Act relating to detached 
buildings, or 

(c) the erection of shops, or of any particular class of shops, 
or of buildings, of the warehouse class, will not be allow- 
ed without the special permission of the Corporation, 
or 

{d) the erection of buildings of the warehouse class will be 
allowed, subject to the provisions of this Act relating 
to such buildings, or 

(e) the erection of huts will not be allowed without the special 
permission of the Corporation to be granted only if the 
Corporation considers that their site or plan of con- 
structions are suitable to the locality. 
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(Pari V. — Chapter XXII, — Buildings. — Seciitma ^82--^S5.) 

(2) A copy of such notice shall be served by the Corpt>rai u>ii 
on all owners t)f buildings and lands in such street or portion tlu'i'oof 
or in such locality, as the case may be, who are registered on the 
books of the Corporation as such : 

Provided that accidental failure to serve sueh notice 
shall not invalidate or affect any declaration published under 
sub-section (J). 

(5) No objections to any such declaration shall bo received 
after a pe;*iod of three months from the publication or the servieo 
of such notice. 

(4) The Corporation shall consider all objections 
received within the said period, and shall hoar any 
objectors who may appear before it within siieh porioti 
as it may fix in this behalf, and may prepare a. declaralion 
relating to the streets or localities referred to in the notice. 

(5) Wlien any such declaration has been so prepartHl, it sludl be 
published in the Official Gazette, and shall take offoct from the dale 
of such publication. 

(6) No person shall erect any now building in contravention of 
any such declaration. 

382 . {!*) Save with the special permission of the Standing 
Committee dealing with buildings (hereinafter referred to as tin* 
Standing Huildings Oommittoe), no new building (other than 
a hut) shall bo erected unless — 

(a) the site of such building abuts on a public street, or a 
projected public street, or a private street dul>- sane- 
tionod and constructed under section .‘171 or 
under the i)ro visions of the Calcutta Municipal 
Act, 1923, fU’ which is existing from belbro the 
common cement of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, or 

(/;) there is access to the building from any sueh street by a 
passage or pathway, appertaining to sueh site, and not 
less than twelve foot wide at any part. 

(2) No building shall be erected so as to dojuive any masoniy 
building of the means of access as jirovided in this scetion. 


383 . For the purpose of brmging any puldii* building 
into conformity with the provisions of this Act rel.iting 
to now i)ublic buildings, the CommiHsionor may, with the 
previous approval of the Standing Buildings Committee by 
written notice, and after giving him an oppmtunify of being lieaid, 
require the owner of the building to make such alterations thei-ein 
for the purposes of sanitation and the safety of the public or of the 
inmates thereof as may be specified in the notice. 

384 . The CommisBioiier may, by written notice, require the 
owner of any public building to provide the building with cxlnrn;il 
doors or doorways of such number, height and width a.s the (.V)muiiH- 
sioner may, with the previous ajiproval of the standing Buildings 
Committee, consider necessary or to cause the external doors 
thereof to be so constructed or altered as to open outwards. 


385 . (i) Save with the special permission of the G.nimissioncr, 
no person shall use a building or a substantial part of a building 
erected for use as, and belonging to, any on(» idass ol buildings, ati 
a building of any other class in such a manner that the buihliug or 
part thereof so used will not bo in conformity with the piovi.sions ol 
this Act, or of any rules or by-laws made thereunder, i elding to 
buildings of that other class : 


Provided that no change made by or under this Act m the 
classification of buildings as in force under the Faleutta Municipal 
Act, 1899, or the Calcutta Municipal Act, 192;i, shall have 
the effect of preventing the use of a building for the piupiistw 
for which it was declared to bo intended to bo used at the time 
when the plans of such building were sanctioned. 


(2) The provisions of sub-seotion {!) shall not apply to the use 
as a shop of a building or a substantial part of a buildmg which was 
not erected for such use :

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Provided that if, in any street, portion of a street or locality in 
which the erection of shops is not allowed under clause (c) of sub-

Application of Act to alterations of, and additions to, buildings.

(б) Schedule XVr, and 

(c) any orders, rules and by-laws made under this Aob, 

relating to the erection of now buildings, shall, subject to the rules 
in part X of the said Schedule XVI, apply to every alteration of, or 
addition to, any building, and to any other work (ex'(*<q)t that of 
necessary r<q)airs not involving any of the works specified in rule 
90 of the .said schetbde) made or done for any purpose in, to, or 
upon any building. 

Explanation . — No work of re-erection or re-conatruction which 
would constitute any building a now building under sub-clauses 
(6), (c) or of c\iinse(49) of section 5 shall, for the purposes 
of this section, be deemed to be an alteration of' or addition to, or 
any other work made or done to or upon, such building, but in the 
case of such re-erection or re-construction the provisions relating 
to the ero(5tion of n(»w buildings as referred to in this section shall 
apply to the whole of the said new building. 

388 . In the case of an erection of any new building as defined 
in sub-clauses (b), (c) or {d) of clause (49) of section 5, and 
in the case of any addition or alteration or other work referred to in 
section 387, such relaxation of the provisions of this Chapter 
and Schedule XVI may be made as the Corporation may think fit : 

Pjovided that — 

(1) no such relaxation shall apply to cases other than those 

specifically mentioned in rule 91 of Schedule XVI, and 

(2) such relaxations are not likely prejudicially to affect the 

sanitation or ventilation of the building or other 
buildings in its vicinity. 

389 . TheDorporation shall not refuse sanction to the erection 
of a boundary wall exceeding ten feet in height or to any addition 
to any boundary wall so as to make it exceed ten feet in height on 
the ground that such boundary wall or such addition would cause 
interference with an existing easement in favour of, or prevent the 
acquisition of an easement by, the owner of adjacent premises. 

Exemptions, 

390 . The following buildings shall bo exempted from the 
opera tion of this Chapter, namely : — 

(а) any building erected and used, or intended to be erected 

and used, exclusively for the purpose of accommodating 
a pump for pumping water to the higher storeys of a 
building, or exclusively for the purpose of a plant- 
house, summer-house (not being a dwelling-house), 
poultry-house or aviary if the building bo wholly 
detached from, and situated at a distance of at least 
ten feet from, the nearest adjacent building ; 

(б) any building erected or intended to be erected by, or with 

the sanction of, the Corporation, for use solely as a 
temporary hospital for the reception and treatment of 
persons suffering from any dangerous disease ; and 
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(c) any hoarding or like mwins of protection (other tlian a 
mHHonrv wall) which the owner of any pretniseH certifies 
to the ConnnisHioner, not leas than aovon days after its 
erection to have l)oon erected for the purpose of ])rovent- 
ing the threatened acquisition of any eastunent. over 
his own premises or any portion thereof, pr<.>vided 
that the stability of such hoarding or other moans of 
protection is certified by the Commissioner. 

391 . (I) The Standing Buildings Committee may permit the 
etection of a temporary building to be used for such j)ur])ose and 
for such period as the Committee may approve. Such building 
shall conform to su<ih rules or by-laws as may be juadis by th (5 
Corporation in that behalf. 

(2) if any building as aforc^sitid does not conform to the rules 
or by-laws referrcnl to above or is used otherwise than for the ]iur- 
posc or beyond th<^ period for whi<‘h it is approved, the building 
may be demolished by the Commissioner at the of the 

owner tluTcof whether he is prosc^cuted under this Act or ncjt. 

392 . No iKJW building or part of a new buihling shall be oecui- 
pieil for use until and unless a certificate f)f completion for the 
building or that part of it has boon submitted to the Corporation. 
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CHAPTER XXIII. 

Buittat. 

393 . Tho Corporation may defino the external limits of any 
hufftee, and may from time to time alter such limits. 


394 . {]) The Corporation, if it considers that a husiee requires 
iMiprovemont for sanitary reasons, may, after giving notice to 
tlie owners of the husiee, cause the hustee to bo inspected jointly 
})y a Health Gflficer and an Engineer of the Corporation. 

(3) The said oflieers shall forthwith make a written report to 
tlie Corporation on the sanitary condition of the busies containing

(c) the means of common water-supply, bathing arrangements 

and common privy accoramoclation to be provided 
for tt»e use of the tenants, 

{(/) the Htrc(!t8 and passages w'hich are to be maintained for 
the. benefit of the tenants, and the means of lighting of 
su<‘h streets and passages, 

(c) the tanks, wells, ditches, drains and low lands which are 
to be filled up and the tanks why;h are to be conserved, 
and 

(/) any other proposeil improvements. 

(3) The said report shall speiiify the huts or any masomy 
building or other structure in the bustee which may for 
llio purpos<^s of the improvement, be required to bo removed or 
demolished partially or completidy or to be altered or recon- 
structed ; and such huts or buildings or other similar structures 
shall bo distinctly iiidii'atod on the plan. 

(4) If there is any masonry building within the limits of the 
busies, the said jdan shall be so prepared as clearly to distinguish 
su< h building and the, land pertaining to it. 

(f5) TJio streets rcferrerl to in clause (d) of sub-section (2) shall 
not be less than twelve feet wide and ordinarily not more than two 
hundi’ed lc<it apart, and the passages rei'erred to in that clause 
shall bo not less than ten fet»t wide. 

{6} A report together with the plan annexed thereto mad(» 
and signed under tins section by the persons appointed under 
sub-section (1) shall be suflicient evidence of the result of such 
insjiection. 

(7) ^\'hen the CorjKiration i^auses a plan to bo prepared under 
this sretion, it may charge the omiers of the bustee for which 
the j)lan is prepared at a rate not exceotling five rupees per bigha. 

395 . When a plan has been prepared under section 394, 
the Corporation sluill fix a day for the hearing of objections, if 
any, made by or on behalf' of the owners of the busies and the owners 
of huts or masonry buildings or other structures therein ; 

and after hearing such objections, may in its discretion 
apjiiove su<;h plan and adopt such report either with or without 
such modifications as it deems fit. 

Every plan of a busies so approved by the Corporation shall be 
called the standard plan of the bustee. 

396 . When a notice of inspection of a busies has been given 
under se<!tion 394, no new hut or masonry structure shall be 
erected on the busies and no existing building shall be added 
to within the bustee until a standard plan for the bustee has been 
approved under section 395.

The following shall be deemed to be corrupt practices for the 
purposes of this Act : —

1 . A gift, offer or promise by a candidate or his agent,, or by 
any other person with the connivance of a candidate or his agent, 
of any gratification to any person whomsoever —

(i) a person for having stood or not stood as a candidate, 
or for having witlidrawn his candidature, or 

(it) an oleetor for having voted or refrained from voting. 

h'j'planfxtion . — For tlio purpooos of this eJuuEe tlic tcim “gTat^flcuticu” 
Ih not owtriftod to ijeouniary gratificatioiis or gratifleatioiiH PHtininblc in 
monoy, and includes all forma of ontortainment and all forms ofemploymont 
for rowuril ; but it does not include the payment of tiny expeiisos bona Jide 
incurrcitl at or for tho purposea of any ©lection and duly entered in the return 
of election oxponstss prescribed by this Act. 

2 . (i) Any dirced or indirect interference or attempt to inter- 
fere on the part of a candidate, or his agent or of any other person 
with tho connivance of the candidate or his agent by any of tho 
means hereafter specified with the right of any person to stand or 
not to stand or to withdraw from standing as a candidate, or with 
tlic free exercise of tho franchise^of an elector.

but do not include any declaration of public policy or promise of 
public action. 

The procuring or abetting or attempting to procure by a 
oandidHte or his agent, or by any other ])erBon with the connivance 
of a candidate or his agent, the application by a person for a voting 
paper in the name of any other person, whether living or dead, 
or in a fictitious name, or by a person who has voted once at an 
election for a voting paper in his own name at the same election. 

4 . The publication by a candidate or his agent, or by any 
other person with the connivance of the candidate or his agent, 
of any statement of fact which is false and which he either believes 
to be false or does not believe to be true in relation to the personal 
character or conduct of any candidate or in relation to the candi- 
dature or withdrawal of candidature of any candidate, which 
statement is reasonably calculated to. prejudice such candidate’s 
election.

(7) Every person who intends to construct a house-drain, 
or tip make any substantial additions to, or alterations in, a house- 
drain, shall send to the Commissioiior tlmni^li jt licensed ])luinber 
an application in such form (to be supplied free of charge) as may 
be proscribed by the Commissioner and shall state therein the name 
and address of the licensed plumber who will execute the work and 
the purposes for which the drain is to bo used. 

(2) Such application shall be accompanied by a plan, in tripli- 
cate, unless the Commissioner otherwise directs, drawn to a scale of 
eight feet to the inch (or such smaller scale as the Commissioner

West Bengal Ordinance No. VI of 1952 

THE CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL ACT, 1928 (AMEND- 
MENT) ORDINANCE, 1952. 

WiiEttEAS it is expedient further to amend the Calcutta Ben. Act 
Municipal Act, 1923, for the purposes and in the manner III of 1923. 
hereinafter appearing; 

And whereas the Legislative Assembly of West Bengal 
is not in session and the Governor is satisfied that cir- 
cumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action ; 

The Governor is pleased, in exercise of the power conferred 
by clause (i) of article 213 of the Constitution of India, to 
make and promulgate the following Ordinance, namely: — 

1. (1) This Ordinaiuje may be called the Calcutta 
Municipal Act, 1923 (Amendment) Ordinance, 1962. 

(2) Sections 1, 2, 3 and 4 shall come into force on the date 
of publication of this Ordinance in the Official Gazette; the 
remaining sections shall come into force on and from the 1st 
day of Ajiril, 1952. 

2 . In clause (6) of sub-seotion (7) of section 94 of the 
Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923 (hereinafter referred to as the^ 
said Act), after the words “at such rates” the words and 
brackets “(or percentages, us the case may be,)” shall be 
inserted. 

3 > Section 124 of the sjiid Act shall be i^uumbered as 
sub-section (7) of section 124 and after that sub-section the 
following sub-section shall he added in that section, namely : — 

”(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section 
(7), as from the Ist day ot April, 1952, a graduated 
consolidated rate on the annual valuation deter- 
mined under this Chapter may be imposed bj'^ the 
Corj)oration upon all lauds and buildings in 
Calcutta for the purposes of this Act. Such 
graduated consolidated rate shall not exceed — 

(/) fifteen per cent, on the annual valuation — 
where the annual valuation does not exceed 
one thousand rupees ; 

(ii) eighteen per cent, on th(‘ annual valuation — 
where tin* annual valuation exceeds' one thousand 
rupees, but does not exceed three thousand 
rupees ; 

(in) twenty-two per rent, on the annual valuation — 
where the annual valuation exceeds three 
tiumsand rupees, but does not exceed twelve 
thousand rupees; and / 

(iv) twenty-three per cent, on the annual vuluatioii — 
where the annual valuation exceeds twelve 
til ou san d rupees : 

l*rovided that where the annual valuation exceeds three 
thousand rupees, the maximum percentage may be 
increased up to thirty-three per cent, with the 
approval of the State Government.” 

4. In section 125 of the said Act, for the words “The 
UTiiouiii of the said rate” the words “The amount of the rate 
reterred lo in sub-section (7) of section 124 or the percentages 
reterred to in sub-8ei!tion (2) of the said section, as the case 
may he, shall he substituted, 

5 . Eor section 189 of the said Act, the following section 

snail be substituted, namely; 

189. (7) When the consolidated rate 

**^r*!!^«***’^°*' instalment thereof is due, the 

ofbiUa. Corporation shall, with the least 
practicable delay, cause to be presented 
to the iierson liable a bill for the sum due. 

(2) Every such bill shall specify the period for which, 
and the premises in respect of which, the tate is 
charged.

(4) If the amount for which any bill has been presented 
under this section is paid within fifteen days from 
such presentation into the municipal office, a 
rebate of three and one-eighth per ceut.-oi such 
amount shall be allowed to the payer.”

3« 1 1 Hlmll be lawful for the State Government to 

employ members ol the police force of Calcutta or the

3. On the 19th of November 1951, your petitioner duly filed 1\v( 
noininatioii pjn)ers duly filled up as a candidate for the said constituency 
That on the 2l8t November 1961 when the scrutiny took place hclor 
Dr. Birendra Kumar Bhattacharjee as Iteturning ()lficer, objections wtTi 
raised that the entries relating to the petitioner, his proposer and seconder 
7 .r., the nomination paper, were not in order. 

4. That on tlie basis of the aforesaid objections your petitioner' 
nomination pa])er was rejected on the ground that the parts in the EicM toru 
Boll was not mentioned in the entry relating to the serial number ol ^()u: 
j)etitiom‘r and of tlie proposer and sei^onder in the Electoral Roll of thi 
said coiistif aeiicy. 

5. That the serial number set out in the nomination paper in res|H'cf/ 
of yonr petitioner is 555 and of the proposer and sec.onder are 991 an(] J.)<S 
respectively in one and 094 and 58 respectively in the second nonniKitim 
j)apcr. 'J'here is no corresponding number in any of the other parfs of lh( 
Electoral Roll and the said number only appear in Part “A” ihenvd. 

G. The Returning (Jfficer was in a })Osition to satisfy hiiiistdf witl 
reference to the relative entries eontained in the nomination i)a|)crs and/n 
elecforal roll whether your petitioner was duly qualified to seek electio 
and the proposer and seconder were duly electors in the said constitueru; 
and as such should have held that the nomination paper was submitted i 
accordance with the law and the nomination had been duly made. Th 
description given in the nomination paper was of such a nature as could b 
readily understood and not likely to mislead electors. 

7. In the ])remises the nomination paper was in order and/or tli 
defect, if any, was not of a subsiantiul character as would justify rei(‘'-1i<) 
of the nomiuatinn ])ai>er by the Returning Officer. 
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8. Tile error, if any, in the entries relating to candidate, the proposer 
and the seconder, which are not admitted, were, if any. of a clerical nature 
and should have been corrected by the Returning Officer so as to bring 
them in conformity with the corresponding Vntries in the Electoral RoU 
and/or should have been overlooked. In fact, there was no mistake in the 
name, address and description and the serial number of the candidate* or of the 
proposer and seconder; the afpresaid fact was brought to the notict^ of the 
Returning Officer, who however refused to take notice of the same.

10. Your petitioner states and submits that the aforesaid order was 
passed illegally and wrongfully and in contravention of the jirovisions of 
the Representation of the People Act, 1951 and the rules framed thereunder. 
It was incumhimt upon Dr. 13. K. Bhatliicharjee, the Returning (Hlicc'r, 
not to reject the said nomination paper but aecejit the caudi<latu]e oj your 
petitioner at»a duly nominated candidate for election from 1h(' said 
constituency. 

11. The scrutiny of the noiiiinatiun paper hy the Returning OthtuT, 
Dr. R. K. Bhaitacharjee of the aforesaid constituency, was contrary to Ihe 
j)r()vision8 oi law and/or the rules made under the Representation of the 
People Act, 1951. The said Returning Officer did not scrutinist^ tin* ])apers 
in the presence of tRe candidates but declared that they had been jnevioiisly 
scrutinised by him and the matter of acceptance or i*(\jectioii was a matter 
oi formality only. The said Returning Officer also had pernjitti‘d one of 
till* candidates Mr. M. Iv. Pradhau to scnitinise divanse election papers filed 
with him the day previous to the date fixed for scrutiny and/or had also 
permitted him to take dow^n extensive jiotes in respect of the nomination 
piil)ers of the different candidates. The said scrutiny did not take place in 
the presence of (he candidates or of the i)arties and/oi agents who w^ere 
pjcsent for the purpose of such scrutiny at tin; ai)pointed time. 

i‘2. The R(*t liming Officer in the matter of scrutinising the said j)a])er8 
dill not comply with the [iro visions of section 55 of the Ue]»resentation of 
llu‘ People Act and did not formally scrutinise the same at the dale, time 
and place fixed for the scrutiny of the noininatiou papers. The Refurning 
Othcer (lid not also grant reasonable facilities to your petitioner for examin- 
ing (lie nomiualion papers of the other candidates. 

1*3. As a result of the illegal rejection of the nomination paper by the 
Ihturning Officer of the petitioner the 7’esult oi the election had been 
iiiaterially affected. A s\ibstantial number of voters who were the su])porter 3 
()l All-India Gorklia Tjcague which is one of tlie major politicnil parties in 
the district oi Darjeeling and who had nominated your petitioner as one 
ni (heir candidates, did not and could not exercise (heir fianciii'-c pM)]>cily 
or at all. The supporters of (iorkha League would uumher more tlinii the 
jiinjority of the votes polled in favour of candidate alleged to have been 
elected. Besides tlie supporters of the Gorkha League who did ])ar(,icipato 
in the voting, in the aosence of candidate of the said Leagues, cast tlieir 
voles in favour of different caudidatt?s which they would nol have done if 
(iorkha League candidate had been duly nominated for contesting thi^ said 
idection. ^ 

M. The All-India Gorkha Ijeague one of the most popular pariit's in 
the district of Darjt^eling and has great hold on the masses inhabiting the 
district of Darjeeling and the Kaliinpong Assembly (bnstitucucy is coni- 
j)iised wdthin the said district. 
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16. Other ^^eneral seats in the Assembly Constituency comprised with- 
in the district of Darjeeling have all been won by the candidates set up bv 
the All-India Gnrkha League. As a result of the illegal and wrongful 
rejection of the nomination i)iJper of the petitioner the contest reduced itseli 
to a bilateral contest between the Cojigress and the Communist Party which 
resulted in the return of the Communist candidate. If the nomination 
paper of your petitioner had been accepted the contest would have been t 
triangular contest and the possibility of the' election of the Communist 
candidate would have been verv remote. In the premises the result of the 
election was materially affected in that — 

fa) the present petitioner could not contest the election as such, 

(b) All-India Gorkha League, the most representative political 

organisation and the most popular party in the area on whose 
ticket your petitioner was contesting the ejection was left with 
out any candidate; 

(c) the adherents of the said party and the supporters of your petitioner 

could not duly or at all exercise their right of franchise and/or 
could not vote for the person they wanted to; 

(d) the contest in consequence was reduced to a bilateral contest 

instead of a triangular contest which would have rendered tlio 
result of the election altogether different; 

(e) the majority of the voters in the constituency did not exercise thi>ir 

franchise and those who exercised same voted in favour of the 
(Jomnuiuist and other candidates which thev would not have 
done if a Gorkha League candidate been in ihe field. 

16. That the result of the said election was published in the Calcutta 
Gazette on the 14th February 1962. Your petitioner has duly complied 
with the ])rovisions of section 117 of the Eepresentation of the People Act 
1961 and a Government Treasury receipt evidencing the deposit ol 
Rs. 1,000 is annexed in Annexure ‘‘A^* hereof. 

17. The noniinaiion papers of Respondents 1, 2, 8 and 4 were duly 
accepted by the Returning Officer as candidates from the aforesaid (jonsti- 
tuency in respect of the aforesaid election. Respondent No. 1 LulJ 
Bahadur Kharga was later on elected. 

Your petitioner therefore humbly prays — 

(a) Fch a declaration that the election held on the 15th January Rty 
is wholly void. ^ 

(h) For a declpatioii that the election of the returned candiduti^ 
Shri Lalit Bahadur Kharga is void. 

(c) That the election be set aside and a fresh election be directed jifioT 

acceptance of the nomination paper filed by your petitioner. 

(d) That an injunction be granted restraining Shri Lalit Bahudm 

Kharga from taking his seat or representing himself as a duiv 
elected candidate in the aforesaid constituency.

STATEMENT OF OBJEOTS AND REASONS. 

The West Bengal Criminal Law Amendment (Special Courts) Act, 1949 
(West Bengal Act XXI of 1949), was enacted mainly for the purpose of 
expediting the disposal of cases of illegal gratification taken by public 
servants, theft, cheating, criminal breach of trust, etc., committed in 
lespect of the i)ropertie8 of Government or local authorities. The Calcutta 
High Co\irt held that certain jnovisious of the Act offended against article 
J4 of the (.'oiistitution of India regarding e(iualitv before the law. Hence 
the Act was amended by an Hidinance, namely, the West Beugnl (himinal 
I. aw Amendment (Special Courts) Amending Ordinance, 1952 (West Bengal 
Ordinance Till of 1952), promulgated in April last. 

The present Bill is intended to replace the said Ordinance. While the 
Hill generally follow's the lines of the Ordinance, opportunity has been taken 
to improve upon the provisions of the Act and the Ordinance.

The provisions of the above Act have been ^ 
kept in force by the West Bengal Molasses Control (Amendment) Ordinance, 1962, which 
is due to expire by the 29th July, 1952. a,* 

I’he obje’et of the i)re8eut Bill is to replace the Ordinance by an Act of the Legislature 
with a view to’ keeping the West Bengal Molasses Control Act, 1949, in force for a further 
period of two years.
